Those who were present on 
the last day of the Sixteenth 
Annual Assembly witnessed to 
a good extent, the situation of 
Saint John the Divine as stated 
in Rev. 1:10, “I was in the Spir- 
it on the Lerd’s day, and heard 
** * a great voice as of a 

«, frumpet.” John was on the Isle 
of Patmos, as he stated for “the 
Word of God, and of the testi- 
mony of Jesus Christ.” It could 
be said of the body that com- 





posed the Sixteenth Annual As- 


sembly, they were, in a meas-| 


ure, on the Isle of Patmos or 

shut off from the world “for to 

consider of this matter* and 
it is very evident that the same 
Spirit that overshadowed John 
was in our midst and it seemed 
that we would come to places 
where we could not stand for 
the presence and glory of the 
Lord. 

While God has always left 
His plans to be worked by hu- 
man instrumentality yet THE 
Spirit would burst in upon the 
scene. with those heavenly mes- 
sages direct from God, thus the 
Word and the Spirit agree. We 
knew we had the words of God 
for we have learned that “In 
the multitude of counsellors 
there is safety,” but when the 
Spirit of God came into the 
midst of that vast throng who 
had gathered for “the Word of 
God, and the testimony of Je- 
sus Christ,” you could hear sebs 
and moans of gratitude as the 
messages would peal forth like 
the chiming bells of the beauti- 
ful unknown world. Think of 
a body of people whom God 
visits in wisdom, power and 
knowledge and upon whom you 
can hear Him speak the un- 
known prophecies that are com- 
ing to this world through the 
revelation of His Church, the 
CHURCH OF GOD. 

I did not hear any one say 
but I believe one passage of 
Scripture echoed and re-echoed 
in the ears of those present, 
“Of the increase of his govern- 
ment and peace there shall be 
no end.” Some one, in referring 
to this passage of Scripture 
spoke of it reaching out into 
the millennium, which is evi- 
dent that there shall be no end 
to it. E 

The subjects brought before 
the Assembly, Tuesday, Nov- 
ember 8th, were very interest- 
ing and it can be safely said, 
were very-pleasing to our Fath- 
er for the confirmation by His 
Spirit was a witness to the 
Word. Of course we can . not 
take a’Message in tongues in 
preference to the Word and we 
did not, but the Word of God 
was first produced, then the 
Spirit, the Holy Ghost, con- 
firmed the matter in various 
ways. There were three distinct 
witnesses to all moves and acts 
of matter brought before the 
Assembly on this, the closing 
day, and with these three wit- 
nesses we can establish these 
things before the world. 

First. We had the “Word as 
our footing or foundation and 
the matters were clear. 

Second. The- people being en- 
lightened by the Spirit, whom 
the Word says would Jead us in- 
to the ways of all truth, agreed 
and were of “one accord.”” © 

Third. The messages by the 
Spirit and the interpretations, 


“making up the three witnesses} 


of heaven, the Word which is 
God;*the people, as the Church 
(body Of Christ) and the Holy 
Ghost. Upon these three do we 
build our hope of the life be- 
yond and our eternal existence 
in the New Jerusalem. And it 
is these three that we recognize 
in our individual life, as God be- 
ing in regeneration, the Son in 
- sanctification, and the Holy 
Ghost in our baptism. But —as 


we had these three witnesses, 
viz., the WORD, the CHURCH 
and the SPIRIT. Just as_ the 
three distinct experiences come 
to the individual so did we ex- 
perience the three in the INDI- 
VIDUAL BODY, the CHURCH 
OF GOD. ( 


9:30 Monday A. M. The As- 
sembly opened by songs and 
prayers. At 9:45 the ‘business 
matters were placed before the 
Assembly. The remark was 
made that we were closer to- 
gether than when we first came 
and that as long as Israel kept 
up their Annual Feasts in reg- 
ular order they got along good. 

The subject of seventy elders 
in addition to the twelve was 
brought before the Assembly 
for consideration and you could 
feel that peaceful dove-like 
spirit brooding over the audi- 
ence. As the subject was ex- 
plained we could feel something 
let go and we could feel a spirit 
of freedom coming into our 
midst that we had never ex- 
perienced at previous Assem- 
blies: Although all Assemblies 
have been good the expression 
was general, “This is the best 
one yet.” As the subject was 
placed in full before the Assem- 
bly and reference made to the 
General Overseer’s Annual Ad- 
dress, the other addresses given 
in this Assembly and the min- 
utes of the thirteenth Annual 
Assembly we could feel a pro- 
tective spirit hovering over us. 
Brother Lee’s address on Satur- 
day gave much light on the sub- 
ject of the twelve and seventy 
elders when he made reference 
to the wandering of the chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness 
and the bitter waters of Marah, 
the waters being sweetened by 
Moses, the servant of God. In 
their wanderings the children 
of Israel beheld a_ beautiful 
garden of Palm trees and being 
tired of the journeyings made 
haste for the beautiful place. 
When they came to Blim, there 
they found twelve wells and 
seventy palm trees. This gave 
them protection and they en- 
camped by the’ waters. It was 
fully established by many Scrip- 
tures that the seventy elders 
were in perfect harmony with 
the Bible government, being 
practised both in the Old and 
New Testament governments. 


M. 8S. Lemon’s address, 
Courts of Justice, gave much 
light on-the subject of seventy 
elders, in so much that he gave 
Scripture for the court of 
saints. He gave other Scriptures 


but gave special attention td 


1 Cor. 6:1-6. He referred — spe- 
cially to the portion, “Do ye not 
know that the saints shall 
judge the world? * * * know ye 
not that we shall judge angels? 


how much more things that, 


pertain to this life?” This sat- 


-isfied the Assembly and the of- 


fice of the seventy elders was 
unanimously carried. The As- 


‘| sembly left this im charge of 


General Overseer and _ the 
twelve elders to work out all 
the plans and to appoint the 
seventy. It is very probable that 
the Church of God will soon 
have this matter in working 
order and thus the Church will 
throw out arms of protection to 
its members and at the same 
time it will be a protection to 
the Church against gainsayers 
and untrue members. 

The purpose of , the twelve 
elders and seventy elders and 
their work outlined as follows: 

As has been the practice for 
several years, the twelve elders 
shall constitute: an advisory 
board for the General Overseer 
and shall consider all questions 
that may. erly come before 
them p to the general 
interest of the Church of God.

with the General Overseer shall 
be the supreme council. 


The duties of the seventy 
elders shall be to faithfully rep- 
resent’ the® government and 
teaching of the Church of God 
and to sit in joint session with’ 
the twelve in-the Assembly to 
make final decisions on all 
questions that shall come be- 
fore the Assembly, and to look 
after the interest of the Church 
in general. 


The judicial body who shall 
sit in the various states shall be 
composed of one of the seventy 
elders, the state overseer and 
one Wshop. The duty of this 
body is to examine all candi- 
dates for the ministry, and if 
found satisfactory they shall 
réfer them to the presbytery 
for li€ense or ordination. It: is 
also the duty of this board to 
try all members for any offense 
committed within their terri- 
tory. If, for any reason, their 
decision is unsatisfactory with 
either of the litigants he shall 
have a right to appeal to the 
Supreme Judicial — Council 
which is composed of seven of 
the twelve elders. 


It was stated that if any lay, 
member of a local church who 
has been tried for an offense 
and convicted or excommuni- 
cated, who, for any reason, may 
feel that he was illegally dealt 
with will have the right to 
appeal his case to the state 
board, and if the matter is not 
satisfactory with the decision 
of this body he shall have the 
right to appeal to the Supreme 
Judicial body. 


This is a very interesting 
matter and one that is worthy 
of consideration for the mem- 
bets of the Church of God can 
now feel that protecting power 
that Jesus gave over His Church 
in the early ages when the 
saints could go to law before 
the saints and not before the 
unbelievers. We can exclaim to 
this world that there is protec- 
tion in the Church of God and 
we can say, “Of the increase of 
HIS government and peace 
there shall be no end.” 


The reading of the constitu- 
tion for the Church of God and 
the items‘in it were one of the 
greatest moves toward the old 
time “Bible system” that has 
ever taken place in any of our 
Assemblies. The need of this 
one thing has been felt for 
years by some and when it was 
presented for a decision before 
the Assembly it was unani- 
mously accepted. i 


EACH MEMBER of the 
Church of God SHOULD READ 
THIS CONSTITUTION and I 
feel sure after you have done so 
you can nestle closer to the 
beautiful teachings of the 
Church of God and feel that 
protection that the GOVERN- 
MENT OF GOD offers.. It is 
wonderful and cannot be ex- 
pressed in Words but is similar 
to tle experience of the Holy 
Ghost and can be _ expressed 
better by using the words. so 
often -used, “It is better felt 
than told.” 


This constitution. will give 
protection to the ‘Church’ of 
God as it brings out Bible dis- 
cipline in a pointed way and 
sets up a'certain standard, and 
that standard is the New Testa- 
ment government. No govern- 
ment can exist only with many 
difficulties without a constitu- 
tion. Any trial or matter can 
be settled as we have a stand- 
ard of government or laws set 
Nup to which all must measure. 
For example, if a matter is 
brought up in the church and 
passed on to the State Judicial 
Board and .not settled satisfac- 
torily, it_can be passed on up to 
the supreme board. If the par- 
ties concerned do not adhere to 
the doctrine of the Church of 
God they can easily be set aside 
by-the application of the consti- 
tution of the Church of God. 


Many have proven to officials 
of our country our privilege to 








a body or church, collectively, 


It is, and shall be understood 
that the twelve in ,conjunction 
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worship'God in the apostolic 
way with a certain point in the 
constitution of the U. S. A. The 
citizens of the U. S. A. are free 
as long as they do not offend 
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The Sixteenth Annual As-; 
sembly was a grand success. Its 
influence will never die. The 
Spirit of the Lord presided, and 
only in a few instances did any 
body get out of bounds. I would 
certainly hate to be the one 
that would get out of bounds 
on such occasions and have the 
eyes of thousands on me and 
pitying me because I did not 
know any better. 


Some of the reports were a 
surprise to many because they 
were different and much better 
than they had expected. It 
seemed that some were looking 
for some kind of a Vesuvius 
eruption, but when it did not 
come there may have been 
some disappointment, but they 
were glad when everything was 
made clear and satisfactory. 


The debts on the Auditorium 
and the Publishing department 
gave considerable concern, but 
when the people saw the strides 
that had been made and the 
gains and progress, a peculiar 
satisfied spirit settled down on 
all present. The publjshing de- 
partment was the subject of 
some comment and discussion. 
It was explained again that the 
subscription price alone would 
not carry the paper and pay its 
way, but that publishers always 
depended on advertisements to 
make their money. Following 
this statement was a_ strong 
sentiment that favored putting 
good, honest advertisements in 
the Evangel at a charge of the 
popular rates in order to help 
it out of debt. I say again that 
this sentiment was very strong. 
The subject became so interest- 
ing that it was finally passed 
over to the General Overseer 
and his Councilors for final de- 
cision.- And the sentiment was 
so strong in favor of. this new 
departure that it was believed, 
probably by. almost if not all 
the Assembly, that it would be 
accepted: and put into effect. It 
was explained that to do this 
would be the means of enlarg- 
ing the paper and giving more 





tection but when they are 
broken the offender is no longer 
free but becomes guilty and is 
bound by his own act. Likewise 
in the Church of God, as long 
as a member is true to the 
teachings he is free but the Bi- 
ble government and laws are 
established and as soon as they 
are broken the offender be- 
comes guilty and is dealt with 
because he has bound himself. 


Much could be said about the 
two business matters that have 
just been mentioned but they 
will prove their worth within a 
short time. The remark was 
made that when these matters 
were put in working order that 
Satan would fall as_ lightning 


organized forces against evil 
in false teaching etc. When the 
seventy are placed in their va- 
rious fields, with the aid of the 
constitution of the Church of 
God, the empires-of Satan will 
begin to tumble. The world will 
feel the effect of ,the closing 
day of the Sixteenth Annual 
Assembly which convened at 
Cleveland, Tenn., Nov. 2-8, 
1921.

reading matter, besides adding 
to the receipts to help pay the 
debt. At this writing I will not 
give the final decision, but suf- 
fice it to say that the Elders in 
Gouncil have had the subject 
before them for nearly two days 
already. It was almost midnight 
one night while in session that 
they all got down on their 
knees and in fervent prayers 
poured out their hearts to God 
for guidance, each one praying 
in turn until all had prayed 
around. This is how anxious 
they are to do the right thing 
about it and make no mistakes. 


The Assembly reasoned that 
the paper must continue and if 
it takes advertisements to keep 
it going then use them. Some 
who had always opposed this 
move broke over and acknowl- 
edged they had been wrong in 
opposing it and by such oppo- 
sition to good clean advertising 
they had been a part of the 
cause of the debt that is now 
against the publishing house. 
Hundreds and I may say prob- 
ably thousands in attendance 
that day voiced their sentiment 
by saying “save the paper” at 
all hazards, the advertise- 
ments will not hurt it. Others 
reasoned that there is a class 
of business men that would 
read the paper if we carried 
advertisements that would 
never be reached by any other 
means, and by reading it from 
a business viewpoint they 
would doubtless inch over into 
the other reading matter and 
many would get some of the 
spiritual messages. 


My recollection is that only 
one spoke against the adver- 
tising proposition and he gave 
no reasons for opposing, but 
only said he would rather have 
his paper without the adver- 
tisements. Since there was 80 
little opposition and such a 
strong sentiment in favor of it 
doubtless the Elders will feel 
under obligations to advise the 
publisher to take in the adver- 
tising department in order to 
carry, out the wishes of the As- 
sembly, but they are giving the 
matter careful consideration 
and looking at it from every 
angle and praying much about 
it also. And their final decision 
will surely be right and every 
body will be happy over it. If 
the change is made it will prob- 
ably not be done till the first cf 
the new year. This will give 
plenty of time for careful con- 
sideration and _ preparation. 
However if this is a good thing, 
which almost the entire As- 
sembly seemed to believe it is, 
the sooner it is started the 
earlier we will begin to get in- 
come from this source. 


Another great forward move 
in the Assembly was a deci- 
sien to appoint “other seventy” 
together with the twelve to 
constitute the official part of 
the Assembly. This is in har- 
mony with the action of the 
Assembly when it was decided 
to select_: 
and 
add others from titié “to time 
until the number seventy was 
reached. The difference is that 
the “other seventy” is in ad- 
dition to the twelve instead of 
including the twelve. This will 
make eighty-two instead of on- 
ly seventy. And this was shown 
up to be the Scriptural order. 


There is a plan inaugurated 
for a better and more thorough 
examination of candidates for 
the ministry. Besides the usual 
form of the local ¢hurch where 
the candidate is a member set- 
ting him forth fpr examination 
and recommending him and 
giving written answers to the

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This same board is also “ 
try every offending minister be- 
fore his credentials are revoked 
by the presbytery and if proven 
guilty will turn him over to the 
presbytery for official action im 
this respect. If, however, the 
minister in question does not 
feel this board has given him 
justice he may appeal his case 
to a higher court that will set 
at headquarters to try such 
cases that may properly come 
before them. This higher court 
is to be composed of seven of 
the twelve elders and appointed 
by the General Overseer. The 
decision of this court is final. 
Another duty of this state 
board is to hear cases of lay 
members who have been tried 
before the local church and ap- 
pealed from the decision of the 
local church to this state board. 
Cases of lay members may also 
be brought before the court at 
headquarters if desired after 
they have passed through the 
state board and the parties im- 
volved are not satisfied. 

Other acts of the Assembly 
will be explained fully in the 
Minutes and will be noted in 
the Evangel from time to time: 
Suffice it to say that the As- 
sembly was great, and impor- 
tant acts were passed that will 
anchor the Church to the Rock 
so steadfastly that the storms 
of opposition may beat upon it 
with their fury but nothing, not 
even the gates of hell, shall pre- 
vail against it. 

Many remained over till Wed- 
nesday and saw the publishing 
house machinery in operation, 
and not a few were amazed at 
the progress we are making. ° 
They did not think we had such 
a valuable printing plant. They 
said, “This is wonderful!”

I have been attending the Annual 
Assemblies of the Church of God for 
several years but I can truthfully say 
that the one through which we have 
just passed is the greatest one yet. 
The presence of.God was felt to a 
greater extent than ever before. His 
blessings were poured out more 
abundantly. Taking all into considera- 
tion, it was the “best. ever.” 


On Monday, Nov. 7, the fifth day of 
the Assembly, the session began, as 
usual, with songs, prayer and music. 
After this the report of committee No. 
4, on Foreign Missions was given and 
was accepted by the Assembly. Broth- 
er John Attey of Illinois gave a short 
talk’ based on three Scriptures which 
came into his mind: “Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth’ out of the 
mouth of God.” Matt. 4:4, “Go ye in- 
to all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every. creature.” Mark 16:15; 
“and how shall they hear without a 
preacher?” Rom. 10:14. Brother Attey 
believed that the ministers should 
take a greater interest in Foreign 
Missions and incite the members to 
give more for this work. 


Brother Simmons stated that many 
churches do not observe these days 
but he had noticed that churches in} 
a good healthy condition did not | 
mind helping ’.on “Foreign Mission 
days. } 

Our members should remember 
that there are many places in the 
world where the people know nothing 
about this great way of holiness. We, 
must help otr ministers who are do-' 
ing their best to carry the gospel to 
foreign fieldg. They are putting their 
all into this work and we must back 
them up financially. We cannot af- 
ford to back down. The gospel is go- 
ing to all parts of the world for the 
Bible says it will but it is our duty 
to speed the work along and we can 
do so by giving more money for 
Foreign Missions. 


The report of Committee No. 5, on 
Home Missions was the next thing on 
the program. The Home Mission Fund 
is used in several different ways for 
the furtherance of the gospel in our 
own land. The Church of God is un- 
known in - many places in the U. S. 
If we do not send our preachers to 
them, they will probably hear some 
other doctrine and aceept it, so we 
should give some of our money to the 
Home Mission Fund, 


The Home Mission Report was ac- 
cepted and committee No. 6, on Sun- 
day School Interests, was called on. 
Their report was accepted with, but 
one exception, which was referred to 
the Publishing Committee for con- 
sideration. 


In the report of the Publishing 
Committee, Brother Lee, the chair- 
man, stated that the present publish- 
er had been giving satisfaction and 
had, done his best under the circum- 








‘ 


stances. He also said that the Com- 
mittee was well pleased with his 


work. The report Was accepted. 


The publisher then made a short 
talk on the Evangel. We had. nothing 
to start with and everything we have 
now is gain. It has_ been suggested 
that the subscription price be raised. 
The subject of advertising was 
brought up. The publisher said that 
no paper at a popular subscription 
price could live and pdy expenses 
without carrying advertisements. That 
is the life of a paper: This was con- 
sidered for some’ time, after which 
the Assembly decided to leave the 
subject in charge of the Overseer and 
elders for final decision. Many ex- 
pressed themselves that they did not 
know enough about the subject to 
decide on it: but were glad because 
the Church of God had a body of 
men that they could trust to do things 
right. -The Assembly bowed and 
asked God to guide the Overseer and 
elders in the task which the Assembly 
had placed upon them. 

AH the financial reports were read 
in the afternoon. 


The subject of Sunday school work 
took up a good part of the time in 
the afternoon. Two: very interesting 
talks were given and after listening 
every one should be more interested 
in Sunday school work. The thought 
was brought out that the Sunday 
school is a ‘nursery for the Church 
of.

“Curse not the king, “no not in thy 
thought; and curse not the rich in? 
| thy bed¢hamber: for a bird of the air 
| shall carry the voice, and that which 
hath wings shail tell the matter.” 
Ec. 10:20. 
“That which hath vines shall tell 
the matter.” 
The cow bird is ain of the little 
winged fowls that flits through the 
air and sings among the branches 
of the trees. This bird has a very pe- 
culiar history. “A renegade; a slack- 
er,” some. call him. This is the only 
bird in America that neither makes 
a nest nor cares for its own young. 
The female, lays her white ese and 
then watclies her chance and slyly 
carries it to the nest of some small 
bird when the home builders are ab- 
sent, and deaves it to the care of 


all victimized in this manner and 
while some warblers are. bright 
enough to outwit the imposition by 
building a new nest on top of the 
first, they will not do so if their own 
eggs are already placed, but will take 
upon themselves the extra task of 
hatching and rearing the young cow 
bird. 


The interloper, being larger than 
the rightful nestling, demands more 
food and mare of the parent bird’s 
attention, so that the others suffer 
and may’ even be~ starved by its 
greed. 

It is believed that, no regular mat- 
ing takes place among the cow birds, 
in short, they know no family tie. 
Appropriately they are songless. They 
are often seen walking about singly 
or im promiscuous groups among cows 
in the pasture, whence the name. 
Like some - ministers, she has not 
time to be bothered with little folks. 
She is continually on the “go.” Thus 
meetings are held and advice is giv- 
en, “Join some church, I believe 
that all of us should have a church 
home.” They are very sure-that the 
little nestling, 
older, will be another cow bird, no 
changing them. Many preachers have 
found, to their utter surprise, that 
most all their members were cow 
Hirds. Some have tried to change 
their nature, by changing their name 
and dress but, after all, the final re- 
sult is natural—a cow bird. 

f-am sure that the reader can see 
how a little bird can teil the matter. 
The cow bird, unlike the plume bird, 
never adorns the doctrine of God our 
Savior in all things, but only in a 
few things. Some of the same truths 
known to be essential by all who 
follow the Savior in reality are as 
firmly renounced and rejected. This 
has been a great mystery to the 
minds of many, but now they are be- 
ing brought to the light. 

The cow bird is a creation of the 
great God, so are these preachers. 
But’ it does-look like that some of us 
ought to be wise enough to read the 
context.
